Find Minister’s Daughter 


in Lavish Suite.

The girl whom Tony Genna was to 
have married if it had not been for 
gunmen was discovered yesterday 
afternoon with the locating of 
Gladys Bagwell. She was the small 
town minister’s daughter who was to 
have become the big town Pootlegger's 
wife next Nuvember. She was found 
yesterday in her suite at the Congress 
hotel by Chief of Detectives William 
Schoemacker, who has been looking 
for her since July 9 to learn what 
she knows of the murder, on that day, 
of Tony Genna, her sweetheart. 

She cried a lot, but she didn't say 
much. 

For she doesn't know much about 
bootlegging and black hands and mur- 
der and sawed off shot guns, she 
pointed out to Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Robert McMillan. 

Just a Minister’s Daughter. 

Why, she explained, she's just the 
daughter of a Baptist minister from 
Chester, Ill., who grew weary of play- 
ing the piano for Sunday school, drifted 
down to Chicago 5 years @go, studied, 
went into vaudeville, and finally be- 
came the pianist at the Valentine Inn. 

And it was at the Inn, about a year 
ago, that the manager introduced her 
to Tony Genna. His amiable ways, the 
gifts he gave her, the big automo- 
bile and the like, wooed and won her 
promise to marry him. 

She recalled last night that she had 
met a few of Tony’s friends, but then, 
‘“‘I’m Irish, and all Italian names 
sound alike to me,” she maintained 
as she refused to say, definitely, 
whether she had ever heard of a “ Ca- 
vallera,’’ which Tony mumbled as she 
bent over him at the hospital the hour 
he was dying. 

And with that she is back at her 
starting point, that “I don’t know 
anything about Tony’s death except 
that it was terrible.”’ 


Family Opposed Alliance. 


Downstate, in Chester, Gladys’ par- 
ents, the Rev. and Mrs. J. H. Bagwill, 
and her brother, Hubert, had a few 
more things to say.

“To appreciate the force of the evi- 
dences of evolution requires long and 
arduous study. The more intensively 
one pursues any given line of biolog- 
ical specialization the more necessary 
does it become to adopt an evolution- 
ary point of view. The layman can 
obtain at best only a faint idea of the 
real strength of the factual basis of 
evolution. 

What Interests Scientists. 

“Strange as it may seem, biologists 
long ago ceased to concern themselves 
with the question of the fact of evolu- 
tion, and for a long time have been 
devoting their energies to the solution 


self-manifestation to man through per- 
sonality and society.

( A Washington dispatch reports that arfother econ- 
troversy on tax revision between congress and the 
n is pending.. That goes without say- 
ing. Congressmen who insist that taxation shall

We have no doubt. that 
if this prohibition has the support of the public 
opinion of the people of Tennessee, that is, of the 
consensus of the people, it needs no penalty, “for 
as a mere solemn assertion of Bolicy and direction 
to the public school authorities of Tennessee it 
would be obeyed, 

Of course, if the Tennessee law is one of the 
familiar kind which is the imposition upon the 
timorous mind of politicians of an organized and 
vociferous minority, it probably would not be re 
spected and needs what force it can derive from 
a penalty. But if it does express the deliberate 
judgment of the community, the addition of the 
penalty is rather the expression of the will to per- 
setute than a safeguard to insure obedience by the 
school authorities. , 

We do not think Americans can be too watchful 
of the spirit of intolerance and persecution, which 
has generally justified itself by lofty motives, and 
this aspect of the Tennessee law should not be 
ignored. The school authorities of Dayton have 
not been directed’ by law to remove evolution 
from the curriculum, but the individual ‘who 
teaches it is to be punighed.

POSTAL RATES.

THE $40,000,000 DEFICIT.

receive $1,700. — | 
Congress should abolish all poll 
appointments in the postal service and 
fill the jobs with civil service men, The 
bureaucratic methods used by the post- 
office department will never effect any 
economy, nor will they wipe out the 
enormous deficit mentioned in the article 
in this morning’s Trrpuns. I, myself, 
think that the $40,000,000 deficit is a 
bunch of propaganda by the department 
to g& the publishers aroused against 
the raise of rates and wages. 

There is something grossly wreng in 
the management when any business goes 
$40,000,000 into the hole in three months 
and then has to alibi it by saying the 
increased wages caused it. The increase 
in wages is more than provided by the 
increase in postal rates. There has been 
since the new rate went into effect up 
until the middle of June an increase in 
business such as never before was han- 
dled at this office, and I believe the same 
condition has prevailed the country 
over.

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GOLD BASIS LOAN 


Experts Deny Danger 
to Money Mart. 


PARIS, July 18.—(/)—Prospects for 
the gold coupon loan, which ‘is in- 
tended to absorb France's flcating 
debt and which will be issued Monday, 
coritinued good in the opinion of finan- 
cial experts. Some pessimism was 
shown around the bourse, however, by 
those who apprehend that the floating 
of such an enormous loan will likely 
have a disastrous reaction on the stock 
market. 

These critics point out that the loan 
ig — to persons holding between 
sixty illion and seventy billion francs 
in national defense bonds, that the aim 
of the government is to transform the 
bulk of this vast amount into a per-

See No Danger to Market. 
The experts of the finance ministry 
reply that persons who hold national 
defense bonds are always unlikely to 
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use their money in transactions affect- 
ing the stock market. The bulk of 
these bonds is in the hands of con- 
servative people, who look for some- 


thing safe for investment, and the 


fact that they change these bonds for 
& permanent loan giving equal guar- 
antees will, in the opinion of govern- 
ment experts, in no wise affect the 
money market, since it is simply the 
exchange of one form of paper for 
another. 
Fear Capital Exodus. 

The exodus of capital from France 
is considered far more dangerous to 
the money market, and the loan is 
believed to be one means of reassur- 
ing people who are afraid of seeing the 
value of their money diminished from 
turning it‘into foreign currency.

British championship, says that John- | 
ston attacks alPthe time and is always 
on the offensive to a greater extent 
than any other player. And yet John- 
ston never says ord or Kicks against 
a decision of um@ire or linesman. 

Tilden, on the other hand, is ex- 
tremely temperamnetal Tennis players 
admire Tilden and love Johnston. In- 
asmuch as Tilden has defeated John- 
ston on grass for the national cham- 
pionship for five successive years, 
many fans think that Johnston has 
very little chance to beat Tilden at 
Skokie.

The 
existing motor vehicle § act 
ended so that after July 24 opera- 
tobe or applicants for operators’ 
ligenses may, in certain cases, be re- 
quired to submit to an examination. 
he experience of several easter’ 
es indicates that some 15 to 25 per 
cemt of those who apply for a license 
to*eperate motor vehicles are not quali- 
fied to do so, and their appflications 
are rejected. It has been claimed that 
accidents were reduced 50 per cent 
through examination of drivers. It is 
held by proponents of the measure 
that if it is true that one-fourth of the 


operators cause one-half of the motor | 


vehicle accidents, it is the duty of the 
authorities to ascertain what- drivers 
constitute the one-fourth.

part of some students who have turned 
their backs on farm schools just be- 
cause actual farming has been less 
attractive during the last few years. 

Passing the Purnell bill at the last 
session of congress is viewed with 
xeen interest by Dean Curtiss. He 
says the money made available the 
first of July through the passage of 
this act to broaden the scope of fed- 
oral experiment stations wiil make 
possible the development of a new 
field for agriculturally trained men. 

oe 

The Purnell measure provides, in 
addition to the money received by ag- 
ricultural experiment stations, an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 this year and 
an increase of $10,000 a year until it 
reaches $60,000 a year. Sixty thousand 
dollars will be appropriated to the sta- 
tions each year thereafter, making 
provisions and funds available for 
newer lines of work which have be 
come important since the Hatch and 
Adams acts were passed. 


While these acts called for invest. 
gation of the field of production pri- 
marily, the Purnell bill provides chiefly 
for the investigation of the farmers’ 
economic problems, including ques- 
tions of farm management, grading, 
and standardization, transportation, 
storage, marketing of farm products, 
financing agricultural enterprises, 
home economics, and social problems 
of country life. 


“That work will be of tremendous 
help to farmers,.~to the agricultural 
industry, and to educational institu- 
tions. The fund of information gatbh- 
ered through research is the basis of 
teaching,” says Dean Curtiss. 

“Here is another field that people 
often overlook. We have in this state 
more than 400 rural consolidated 
schools, which are big factors in rural 
life, requiring agricultural teachers. 
The Smith-Hughes act provides for 
vocational training, including agricu)- 
ture, in all of the high schools that 
accept the provisions of the bill. We 
have 100 of the Smith-Hughes schools 
in lowa. Ali of the men heading the 
work in these schools should have ag- 
ricultural training because they pri- 
marily serve farmers. The consolidat- 
ed schools and the Smith-Hughes 
schools alone call for more than 600 
men trained in agriculture.” 

Iowa has 99 county agents and prac- 
tically all of them are agricultural 
college graduates. There are more 
than, 100 agriculturally trained men 
on the teaching staff at its state col- 
lege. The soil survey work uses about 
twenty graduates. The state départ- 
ment of agriculture uses about fifty

The water ices, sherbets, and “gran- 
ites,” are mainly frozen sirups. We 
may have fine strawberry ice cream 
all the year around if we can put up 
a fine strawberry sirup, although the 
sort most people get deteriorates and 
| should be used within a month or two. 
A number of the desserts, like the 
gelatins and the tapioca puddings, can 
be made fine by sweetening them with 
fruit sirups—a plum sirup is worth 
while if made for no other purpose 
than for tapioca puddings, or pudding 
Fruit sirups or plain ones can 
be quickly converted into pudding 
sauces by heating them up with a little 
butter, and perhaps thickening them 
with cornstarch to assure a pretty 
gloss to them. We use them plain 
as sauces as well, especially for the 
“sundae.” ° 
Pears poached in a plain sirup 
slightly flavored with vanilla, and 
served with unsweetened whipped 
cream, make a high class dessert. 
While freshly made sirups are general-

Pereaps man got his first lesson in 
sirup making from the honey bee, and 
even our American Indian profited by 
his lesson, whoever or whatever the 
teacher was, when he boiled down the 
sap of the maple tree to a sirup and 
a sugar. Honey may thicken up and 
become sugar, so even the bee is some- 
what of an arnateur at sirup making, 
as most of us are! 

The fact is that sirup making is an 
ancient business infinitely older than 
the making of soft drinks and thé 
various other services of the soda 
fountain, yet all but the barest few 
cooks in the world are amateurs in 
what would seem to be the simplest 


The “granites” are just thinned 
sirups frozen without stirring unti} the 
mixture is just congealed and forms a 
light granulated mass. No gelatin or 
egg is added as in making our sher- 
bets. It is finally of the color and con- 
sistency of half:melted snow. 


Sour Cherry Sirup. 

A cherry sirup with part plain water 
and part seltzer or soda water gives 
us a drink that is more than a fair 
rival of any we can get at the soda 
fountain. It is also excellent for mak- 
ing sauces, and is even used on French 
toast. Cherry Bavarian creams lead 
all others in popularity, probably, and 
the sirup can be used for them. One 
way to make this sirup is to mash a 
quart of cherries—some like the flavor 
of the stones and other people prefer 
to stone the fruit—add one cup of cold 
water, bring slowly to a boil and boil 
for five minutes mashing the cherries 
in the meantime. 

Strain and press out the juice, and 
add it to a sirup made of two cups of 
sugar cooked with one cup of water 
unti] it spins a thread. Add cherry 
juice, boil five minutes, skim and bot- 
tle. Or for immediate use cook and 
strain the cherries—using one or two 
cups of water in cooking and mashing 
them—measure the juice, add to it 
twice its measure of sugar, dissolve 
carefully, and cook to about 216 de 
grees. Almost any home will find a 
sirup like this a} most convenient one 
to have in stock. A sirup of most pro- 


nounced cherry flavor may be made of 
raw cherry juice and sugar. 
Blackberry Sirup. 

In making a blackberry sirup one 
has to be careful, or the result will be 
like a soft jelly which does not readily 
blend with water yet is all right with 
lemon juice for a drink. Some people 
make this by heating the blackberries 
without water, mashing, adding it toa 
sirup and then cooking it a little extra 
long to develop flavor. For instance, 
the juice from one quart of heated and 
mashed blackberries would be added to 
a sirup of one cup of sugar and half 
a cup of water. Because the flavor 
may be insipid a bit of salt is added 
to a sirup made for dessert use. The 
lemon juice is all that is needed when 
it is to be used in drinks. 

Raspberry Sirup. 

Raspberry juice can have more 
sugar added to it than blackberry, or 
twice as much in making a sirup, bde- 
cause it has more aroma and flavor. 
One way to make ae sirup. or two 
sirups, is as follows: Wash and mash 
the berries, measure and add to them 
half their measure of cold water. Let 
stand one-half hour and strain off the 
juice (they could have been heated up 
slowly), measure it, add double its 
measure of sugar, stir until this is dis- 
solved, skim and cook to about 218 de- 
grees. 

Measure the pulp from which the 
juice was strained off, add to it one- 
half its measure of cold water, bring 
slowly to a boil, boil five minutes,

make a thicker sirup and one which 
will not have a tendency to granulate. 
Unless we do make sirups of a certain 
thickness they will ferment; therefore 
the “just so” becomes highly im- 
portant in this sort of cookery. 
Fruit Sirup Cookery. 

There is a variety of ways of mak- 
jing fruit sirups. In some cases fruit 
is fermented first. For careful work, 
or to make sirups which will keep, 
it is probably best always to make a 
plain sirup and then to add either the 
fruit or fruit juice to it, cook, strain 
and sometimes cook again. But for 
sirups to be used within a short time, 
the diluted fruit juice and sugar can 
b- cooked together as fn making jelly. 
In the one case the fruit is cooked in 
the sirup, and in the other it is cooked 
and prepared and sugar added to it. 
In this latter case it is often poasible 
to make several extractions of the 
fruit as we do in making currant 
jelly, but the adding of a fruit juice 
to a hot sirup probably best develops 
the flavors fully. 


verage Sirups. 

The general formula for beverage 
sirups is measure for measurc of eugar 
and liquid, cup for cup, pint for pint, 
etc. This sirup, when cooked to about 
z?@ degrees, makes one which can be 
d:futed three to five times with plain 
water to make a refreshing Irink, 
when it has flavor. When it is plain, 
about the same proportion of it may be 
ured in sweetening a lemona‘e. 

Lemon Sirup. 

Following the general form‘:la for 
the a@irup which is made of the fruit 
most generally used as a beverage, a 
lemon sirup is made by cooking to 
gether two cups @ pound) of sugar 
and one cup of water and one cup of 
lemon juice. It takes about hagif a 
dozen small lemons to meke a cup of 
juice, Cook the sugar and water to 
gether to sirup stage. then add the 


lemon juice, and cook just long enough ! 


to sterilize the juice. or up to five min-

to get the most service out of rasp- 
berries and  pblackberries, this is a 
method to use. The two sirups ob- 
tained are unlike, but both good. 
Raspberry sirup with lime juice and 
seltzer water has been called a raap- 
berry rickey, and there are raspberry 
punches, delights, and so forth, made 
with raspberry sirup. 
Straining Sirups. 

It is probably advisable to straia 
all sirups through a jelly bag or an 
enameled strainer, if they are rather 
thick, too thick to go through cloth. 
And a way to get no end of variety in 
sirups for beverages and desserts is 
to strain off the sirups from preserves, 
and use them for this purpose, while 
the fruit itself can be used in the so- 
called “cocktails” or in fruit salads 
or punches. 

Fruit Punches with Sirups. 

A rather thick and hot sirup poured 
over fruits ready for punch brings out 
their flavors. Such a sirup may be 
of table sirup density, that is, allow 
only one-half cup of water to two cups 
of sugar, and cook it to about 220 
degrees on the candy thermometer. 

Thin Canning Sirup. 

Some canning sirups used contain 

but 16 per cent of sugar. but one con- 


taining 25 per cent, or one qyart ot 


water to two cups of sugar, when used 
with peaches, sweetens them suff 
ciently to make them rank with what 
we used to call preserves. This ts 
rather a favorite canning sirup. Dis- 
solve the sugar in the sirup and cook 
for about fifteen minutes. This may 
be flavored in various ways and frogen 


“granite” style. 
Sirup for Nut and Fruit Mixtures. 


The sirun best for this purpose | 


should be as thick as that used for 
giazing and for sticking fruit on to 
cake or one too thick to pour out of 
a spoon readily. A medium thick 
one, which piles up over the edge of 
the spoon when it is poured out, will 
do. Nuts and dates and raisins chop- 
ped and bound together with such a 
sirup make an excellent sweet sand- 
wich filling and bonbon. 
Pineapple for Drinks. 

There ure a number of ways of mak- 
ing a pineapple sirup so-called but 
there is no better way do get a prepara- 
tion that will help us to use less sugar 
ia drinks, and no better way to get a 
flavor for drink with but a smal 
a..ount of sugar than the following: 
Use aluminum or glass grater to 
shred a medium sized pineapple. Add 
to it one-half cup of sugar.and put it 
over the least bit of a fire to come 
slowly toa boil. After it boils let cook 


f.> twenty minutes. This has a delli- 
cious sort of sourness that the fresh 
pineapple has not, and is excellent 
with lemon sirup and fresh fruit juices 
diiuted a good deal, or to taste, with 


water. 
Pineappleade. 


To a cup of grated pineapple or to 
each cup, allow the juice of one lemon 
cr more, and pour over this one cup 
of plain hot thin sugar sirup. Allo-v 
this to stand several hours, then 
strain and dilute to taste. This mix- 
ture is excellent with a little seltzer 
water and some strawberry sirup. 

Pineapple Tea. 


An inexpensive way to get a pine 
apple toning for summer drinks made 
with fruit sirups and diluted in vart- 
ous ways is this: Cut a large slice of 
pineapple in bits, pour over it a cup or 
a cup and a half of boiling water, 
cover closely and keep hot, but not 
cooking, for two hours. 

If the skin of a pineapple is wre’! 
washed, it may be treated in a simil- 
ilar way to get a flavoring for drinks 
or a liquid which may be used with 
sugar to make a sirup. 

A Bitter Sirup. 


Add one tablespoon of ground ginger 
to one-half ounce of hops, add a pint 
of boiling water and cook for one-half 
hour. Strain and add one-fourth of 
a pound of brown sugar and cook to 
sirup stage or about ten minutes after 
the sugar is dissolved. When it haa 
cooled add a cup or a little more of 
cold water. Fill glasses one-fourth full 
of this sirup and add seltzer water. 
Or add as much cream to the sirup as 
it measures and then fill up glass with 
fizzy water. This gives an especially 
agreeable foam. 

On Dissolving Sugar. 


Once upon a time an eight pound 
“sugar hat” {loaf sugar] seemed to 
be dusty, so an empt was made to 
wipe off the dirt with a cloth wrurg 
out of water, as dry as it could be 
wrung. But there was enough of the 
wet in it to set that whole eight pounds 
to dissolving into a thick syrup mainly. 
Sugar will easily dissolve if a.t with 
the water for a while, and better re 
stIts can be obtained in the covking 
if this is done. 

Sirups and Fruit Juices for Drinks. 

It is quite useless to put tugether 
ingredients which neutralize one the 
other and often to get sometl ing less 
agreeable than any one of ‘hem would 
be alone, yet it is often done, although 
today there is a tendency to keep the 
number of ingredients in a n.ixture 
few. Blend flavors delicately, and re- 
member that to have it too’ cold is to 
have the flavors less apparent. 


Tea Sirup with Lemon. 


Cold tea seems 1c give a body to a 
drink, and when a fruit syrup its added 
the tea flavor may be quite of literated. 
Put together for a tea sirup one cup 
of sugar, two tablespoons of black 
tea, one cup boiling water. Dissolve 
sugar. Cook the whole two minutes 
after it boils, strain. Use this with 
lemon sirup and ginger ale, deciding 
proportions to taste, but beginning 
with smal) and equal amounts of the 
two sirups. 

. Currant Jelly Punch. 

Whip up a glass of currant jelly, 
pour over it a sirup made of two 
cups of sugar aad une-half cup of 


water, whip two well together, add a 
little lemon juice. dilute two-thirds with 
water and then modify with other fruit 
| Juices to taste.

The truth is that the red hat is really 
defeating the wearer's purpose in a 
most unkind manner, by directly ecall- 
‘ing attention to her age.”

To show the influence of color upon 
size, this expert tells of a large Ameri- 
can woman consulting Worth, the 
famous dressmaker. She was dressed 
in a vivid color, with many, many 
diamonds. She asked what colors she 
should wear. Worth replied: “My 
dear madame, when the Creator fash- 
foned the hummingbird and the but- 
terfly he made them of brilliant colors: 
but when he created the elephant he 
made it taupe!” 


Bright Colors Increase Size. 

The dress lecturer does not mean 
this to be taken to implv that every 
large woman should wear taupe, but 
figures clothed in warm colors seem 
nearer, and therefure larger, and fig- 
ures in cool colors seem farther away, 
and therefore smaller. Brilliant tex- 
tures increase size, in other words, and 
shadowy textures decrease size. 


Likewise, color may be happily em- 
ployed by the woman with the lean 
and hungry look. Deadness and dull- 
ness, rather than extreme harshness of 
intensity in colors, are wise for her. 
Soft colors ar@ best, with depth; rich 
pile fabrics, or layer over layer of soft 
cobwebby materials, with colors play- 
ing hide and seek. For afternoon there 
are the light tones; for evening, pastel 
tints; for general wear, though not 
brilliant, there are hues of certain col- 
ors that do not contrast sharply, but 
biend to stimulate pleasing textures. 

Colors may change a girl’s career, 
if they are right, and will serve to 
give her courage and faith in herself. 
They have done it in fiction. It isa 
popular theme to make a butterfly out 
of the little gray mouse, to help her 
capture her Prince Charming. In life 
we've seen color work the same magic. 

If you have not much faith in your 
beauty, you might work on the theory 
of the Sleeping Princess.

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MAKING A MONOGRAM. 
MBROIDERING is one of the 
most fascinating forms of needle- 
work; and a beautifully embroid- 
ered initial or monogram will 
lend distinction to anything on which it 
is put. 

Monogram making is in some ways 
more difficult than a single letter; but 
the result makes the work worth while. 
The design must be distinctly marked 
on the material, so that not a single 
line is blurred, and when that is accom- 
plished, the outlining is next in order. 


Darning cotton is good for this work 
as well as for the padding. In outlin- 
ing be careful to follow exactly the 
way the lines cross over and under one 
another. Take small, even stitches, 
making them as short as possible on 
the wrong side and decidedly 
on the right. :

P to a few years ago the American literatus was almost 
as abject a colonial as the American social a 
No matter how far he weht in his own country, he 

was never content until he had received the approval 


“gf the motherland. That approval, when it was given at all, 
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| Was very seldom, was given grudgingly and patroniz- 
ingly; nevertheless, the lowly Amer- 
feano yearned for it shamelessly, 
and rejoiced with loud hosannas 
when he got it. 

I offer Mark Twain as an exam- 
ple. When Oxford made him Litt. 
D. at last—he was then seventy-two 
years old, and had been writing for 
forty-four years, and had six mas- 
terpieces behind him—his delight 
was almost pathetic. All the other 

. American literati of his generation 
exulted with him. They had been 
brought up to believe that the high- 
est honor that could be given to a 
native writer at home was appoint- 
ment as ambassador at the court of 
St. James, which made him, at least 
officially, almost the equal of an 
Englishman. 

“That puerile deference to Eng- 
lish opinion, and even prejudice, 
still sidiiewen, but not, I believe among Ameri¢ n authors of 
any genuine dignity. It would be difficult to gine Cabell 
or Dreiser wooing the English as Lowell, Henry James, and 
even Emerson and Walt Whitman wooed them.

CALLY, of course, the play's the thing—and 
Ravinia’s ultimate raison d’etre is the quality of its 
performances.

HEARS BUGS. IN 
GRAIN OR TREES 


New Service for Radio Is 
Found by Scientist. 


BY S. R. WINTERS. 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—({Spe- 
cial.] — Farmers may take a radio 
microphone to their corn cribs and 
determine whether insects are eating 
the stored grain, or lumbermen may 
carry a microphone into the forests 
and ascertain whether insects are bor- 
ing into the heart of the timber! 

As fantastic as it may seem, this 
new application of the principles of 
radio has received the official recogmi- 
tion of such a distinguished scientist 
as Dr. L. O. Howard, chief of the 
bureau of entomology of the United 
States department of agriculture. 


Upon noting this strange use of the 
invisible radio waves, he commented as 
follows: 

“Mention may be made of Prof. C. 
EK. Brain’s just announced discovery 
in South Africa of the adaptation of 
certain radio principles to insect in- 
vestigation, in which he shows that 
by the use of microphones the pres- 
ence of insects may be determined, 
not only of wood boring insects, bor- 
ing in wood, but of insects in stored 
grains.”’ . 

Thousands of farmers and lumber- 
men are equipped with redio receiv- 
ing sets, but you would hardly expect 
them to be equipped with microphones. 
The latter are employed for the send- 
ing rather than the receiving of elec- 
tric energy, and their use is confined 
to broadcasting stations. They are 
the sensitive devices pny, | pick up the 
voice of the speaker or Singer in the 
broadcasting studio, after which the 
sound waves are amplified and con- 
verted into electric impulses and as 
such are ra@iated through the ether. 


Mike Gives Alarm. 


Therefore, in view of the limited 

use of microphones, some manager of 
a broadcasting station may be ap- 
proached by a farmer or lumberman 
for the loan of his microphone. Mr. 
Studio Manager, do not hastily have 
the applicant examined for lunacy, for 
in the light of this tecent discovery 
his request is sensible, indeed! Bug 
or beetle hunting by means of a mi- 
crophone sounds like a tale of Arabian 
Nights, but remember science is 
stranger than fiction. 
Millions of dollars’ worth of grain and 
timber are exacted annually by an army 
of insects. As might be expected, they 
do not work with a blast of trumpets, 
but subtly and silently they bore into 
the bin or stored grain or stately pine 
tree. Their very presence, undoubt- 
edly, may not be known. The sensi- 
tive microphone, capable of picking up 
the slightest sound, is enabled to de- 
tect the presence of the beetle boring 
into the heart of a pine tree or an ig, 
sect taking the kernel out of a grain 
of wheat or corn. Strange, but increas- 
ingly useful are the applications of the 
principles of radio!

CYCLONIC DISTURBANCES. 


YCLONES and anticyclones are 

names familiar to every one who 

pays attention to weather re 

ports. They are terms applied to 
those erratic changes which take place 
within the great general circulation of 
the atmosphere which has been already 
described. 

Within the tropics sudden sharp re- 
volving storms, known locally as hur- 
ricanes, whirlwinds, and typhoons, 
sometimes spring up and cause im- 
mense havoc. These storms usually 
cover a limited area, and follow well 
defined tracks. The tornado of the 
United States often leaves behind it a 
track about ten miles long and only 
a few hundred yards wide, but within 
this track destruction is singularly 
complete.

The cause of these disturbances has 
been stated to be due to the irregular 
heating of the land, and to the rapid 
ascent of warmed air in the case of the 
tropical storms. But for those dis 
turbances in our latitudes, the meeting 
of two great air currents of different 
temperature has been regarded as the 
chief cause by some meteorologists; 
others believe they are due to changes 
that take place in the temperature of 
the stratosphere—the upper layer of 
the atmosphere.

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The “low pressure system,” which 
used always to be termed a “ cyclone,” 
is now more commonly referred jo as 
a “low,” or a “depression.” The high 
pressure system is spoken of as an 
“anticycione” or “high.” The anti- 
cyclone may be regarded in genera! as 
the normal settled weather, while the 
depression bespeaks bad and usually 
stormy weather. 

The cyclonic depressions form and 
develop chiefly along a belt which 
stretches from the great lakes of Amer- 
ica across the Atlantic to northwestern 
Eurore, and they are much more nu- 
merous in winter than in summer. It 
is, worthy of note that at this season

Now air, as we have seen, tends to 
flow from high pressure areas towards 
low pressure ones, just as brooks run 
down a hill to seek the valley, but this 
air will, in the northern hemisphere, 
be deviated towards the right by the 
effect of the earth's rotation, as already 
explained, so that a system of large 
eddies will be set up in the atmosphere 
and there will be a tendency for the 
air to circulate round regions of high 
pressuré in a direction similar to that 
of the hands of a clock, while round 
low pressure areas the direction will 
be counter clockwise. All our changes 
of weather are due to these circulating 
systems whose names are made fa- 
miliar in the daily weather forecasts:

into the atmosphere manifests itself in 
many forms other than rain. All the 
clouds are due to it, for they are noth- 
ing but aggregations of excessively 
minute droplets of water or crystals of 
ice, ‘that have condensed out of the air 
because the latter has become too cool 
to retain them in the form of water 
vapor. Our skies are seldom without a 
cloud; we watch them with ever fresh 
worderment and curiosity. 

The forms of clouds are endless and 
ever changing, but there are certain 
characteristics which allow them to Be 
grouped roughly into several classes. 
There are the thin feathery lines and 
bands of cirrus, commonly called 
“mares’ tails,” floating nearly five 


. \ miles high; these are formed of ice 


crystals and give rise to many beauti- 
ful sights in the sky, such as the wide 
“rings” round sun end moon; called 
halos. Somewhat lower are the 
“speckled,” “mackerel,” and “ dap- 
pled.” skies of cirro-cumulus and alto- 
cumulus, the most beautiful of all 
- Clouds; we see a wonderful arrange- 
_. ment of orderly and serried ranks. 
Between broad, straight, parallel bands 
of spowy white cloud we have a multi- 
tudinous sea of little wavy rippling 
_ eloudiets, These often show close 
“ings” of rainbow colors (coronz) 
Found sun and moon, and they are 
generally seen during a spell of fine 

_ Weather. In place of these types there 
- t sometimes seen the “ watery” sky, 

_ Known as alto-stratus, a greasy gray 
sky with a patch of pallid light where 
the sun or moon may be dimly show- 
ing; this sky usually follows after the 
@ppearance of mare's tail cirrus in 
front of a depression and is practically 
always succeeded by rain.

The puz- 
zlies which the clouds set us, one way 
and another, are endless, and our study 
of them, like that of so many other 
interesting things in the world, has 
only begun.

Cause of Mists and Fogs. 

When warm air blows over cold sea 
the air becomes chilled tn contact with 
the cold water; the water vapor in the 
air then condenses out as fog, which 
is thus really a layer of cloud resting 
on the earth's surface. In somewhat 
similar manner, the rapid cooling of the 
land on a clear night gives rise to val- 
ley mist and dew. In winter time, 
when condensation takes place below 
the freezing point, we have falls of 
sleet or snow in place of rain, and hoar 
frost instead of dew forms on the 
ground, while a warm wind setting in 
suddenly after a hard frost may cover 
trees and walls with a glassy coating 
of ice. ;

The uniformed 
attendant immediately presses a button on a 
metal tablet bearing the corresponding number.

The car is ready to begin its upward journey. 
A slight movement of the attendant’s hand re- 
leases a lever which he pushes back.
